Although the civil government has 
repeatedly denied that there was any 
cause for worry, thé military authori- 
ties have been preparing for an armed 
outbreak for some time. The indica- 
tions of last night point to the conclu- 
sion that their preparations were only 
too Well warranted. 

The city was immediately surround- 

ed by regulars, while the constabulary, 
composed of loyal Filipinos, held the 
barracks. Launcheg armed with quick- 
firers are patrolling the water front. 
and a torpedo boat has been stationed 
in front of the Tonto district, in the 
native section of the city. 
The pritonefs carried banners of 
the Katipunan, the insular equivalent | 
of the Ku-Kiux Kian, and held com- 
missions from Artemio Ricarte, who 
was banished from the islands by 
Gov.-Gen. Forbes, but is said to have 
returned with the advent of the new 
administration. Several of them con- 
fessed that an outbreak was sched- 
uled for 4 o'clock on Christmas morn- 
ing, but the quick action of the police 
and military evidently disrupted the 
plans. The most extensive precautions 
are being taken to prevent bloodshed 
in the city. 

The prisoners were mostly young 
members of the Guias Filipinos, fol- 
lowers of Ricarte. Merchants to 
the number of 30,000 are or- 
ganized and drilling throughout the 
provinces.

The board declares also that it has 
frequentiy found that colleges hard 
pressed to meet current expenditures 
have “borrowed” from permanent 
funds to tide the college over. “When- 
ever,” the report states, “this state of 
affairs has been disclosed the General 
Edtcation Board has insisted upon 
the restoration of such trust funds be- 
fore making payments on its pledge. 

The board has received many as- 
surances from colleges that in the 
future trust funds will be more strictly 
regarded and that under no circum- 
stances will encroachment upon per- 
manent funds be allowed.“

LOUISVILE (Ky.) Dec. 24.—Segre- 
gation of the 40,000 negroes in Louis- 
ville is the rightful exercise of a police 
power of the State, according to an 
opinion handed down in the Criminal 
Court here today by Judge James P. 
Gregory. It violates neither the four- 
teenth amendment nor the Kentucky 
bill of rights, the court held. The 


City Council passed a segregation or- 
dinance last May. Arthur Harris, a 
negro, ignored its provisions. He was 
arrested, fined in police court, and 
appealed. His counsel endeavored to 
‘show his constitutional rights had 
deen abridged.

GERMANS USE THEM EXTENSIVE- 
LY AGAINST THE RUSSIANS. 


After Railroads are Destroyed Von 
Hindenburg Orders Motors Sent, 
Rebuilds the Highways and Trans- 
ports His Army and Supplies into 
Poland. 
[A P. D 
BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Trains of motor 
trucks are the principal means of 
transportation of the supply depart- 
ment of the German forces operating 
in the eastefn theater of war. The 
territory in which the campaign is 
at present being carried on has been 
occupied and evacuated several times 
by the Germans and Russians in turn, 
with the result that railroads are now 
no longer in existence. What the 
Russians did not tear up -on a re- 
treat, the Germans destroyed when 
they had to leave the district. Bridges 
and culverts were dynamited 
bankments leveled, rails removed and 
stations wrecked. 
Under these 


used by the Germans. Already the 
value of the motor truck had been 
learned in the campaign of Belgium, 
and when the forces under Field Mar- 
shal Von Hindenburg advanced again 
from their railroad bases tn East and 
West and Silesia, it was 
decided to use the motor truck. Large 
contracts were let for the manu- 
facture of a type of motor truck 
which had been tried out in recent 
maneuvers. 

It has been impossible to escertain 
how many of these trucks are now 
in commission. It is known, however, 
that the trains formed by them must 
be counted in hundreds. A supply 
officer stated yesterday that possibly 
there were more than 400 such trains. 

The trucks have rather low and 
broad platforms and are moved by 
gasoline engines af eighty to 100 
horse power. Each truck has a 
trailer, which may be abandoned if 
necessary. Where the roads are good 
or when straw and „ or other 
bulky supplies are moved, a second 
trailer is hitched on, and sometimes 
a third. The motor is able to move 
eight tons of freight at a speed of six 
to ten miles per hour, according to the 
roads. 

A motor-truck train or column con- 
sists of sixteen freight trucks and 
their trailers, one automobile and four 
conveyances for the escort. The auto- 
mobile, in which travels the officer

THING OF PAST. 


HORSEMEN OF tri USE IN

VIENNA, Dec. 6.—In Austria-Hun- 
gary, as in Germany, a tenacious ad- 
herence to tradition rather than the 
lessons of recent military history has 
been responsible for the retention of 
various cavalry organizations which 
were intended to take part in war 
very much in the manner of the cam- 
paigns of 1866 and 1870. 

Though the Boer war, the campa 
in Manchuria, and more recently the 
operationg in the Balkans, had dem- 
onstrated, as military experts claimed, 
that cavalry was a thing of the past in 
this era of machine guns, the Austro- 
Hungarian and German governments 
continued to maintain large numbers 
of these expensive troops. Their value 
has now proved to be slight, it is as- 
serted. Already most of the Austro- 
Hungarian and German cavalry regi- 
ments have modified their field work 
considerably, so that now they are 
little more than mounted infantry. 

For reconnoigance purposes, 
what is known as “screen” work, the 
cavalry remains now, as in other 
wars, a very important arm. It may 
also still be used when reinforcements 
must be sent hurriedly, or when a 
flank movement of the enemy is to 
be frustrated, but the old cavalry 
charge would seem to have been rele- 
gated to oblivion. The losses of the 
cavalry organizatons have been fright- 
fully heavy in this war, it is said; 
so heavy, in fact, that they finally 
have overcome the strong hold which 
the cavalry traditions had on the mil- 
itary world of Europe. 

Hereafter cavalry will be used only 
for field intelligence, patrol, cover and 
reinforcement purposes. Outside of 
that, the men now fight in trenches, as 
do the infantrymen. In the Austro- 
Hungarian army much cavalry has 

gun per- 
sonnel. 


Excellent work has been done by 
the men on horseback now and then, 
but usually in operations not consid- 
ered heretofore the proper sphere of 
cavalry. The Honveds of Hungary, 
for instance, became the terror of the 
Servian troops. In the Macva cam- 
paign it was but necessary to make a 
demonstration with these descendants 
of the warriors of Attila to get results. 
But the Honved cares little for cav- 
alry tactics and Austro-Hungarian 
army regulations. True to the in- 
stincts of the pusta cowboy, he rides 
“up and at them,” takes cover when- 
ever necessary and does saber work 
ony, when the chances for it are 
ood, 

At Mitrovici, some 500 Servian in- 
fantrymen surrendered to a Honved 
patrol of forty men. The Honveds, 
it appears, had ridden around the 
Serbs so many times that the latter 
believed themselves attacked by at 
least a division of these Magyar horse- 


men. 

It is predicted that there will be 
little cavalry in Burepe after this war 
and that governments will concentrate 
their efforte and means upon motor 
transportation for their foot troops. 
The operations of the Germans in Bel- 
gium and France have already demon- 
strated the great val of this, and 
the trench war now in progress leaves 
no sphere for the mounted man. This 
is true also of the hill fighting in Ser- 
via, and the mud and 
pered operations in Galic 
sian Poland: | 

In neither of these theaters of war 
has the cavalry. been a success since 
the first encounters. Ground is\gained 
and lost, not by miles, as heretofore, 
but by feet and yards, and in these 
fronts, measured by the hundreds. of 
kilometers, there is hardly such a 
thing as a flank, which cavalry might 
back up or envelope.

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FALL OF LODZ A 
‘TURNING POINT. 


Battle the Most Desperate in 
the Polish Campaign. 


Germans Charged in the Form 
of a Huge Pitchfork, 


Russians Retreat and Take up 
Stand in Warsaw. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABL® AND A. . 
LODZ (Russian Poland, Dec. 21; by 


capture of Lodz, according to a dec- 
laration made today by Gen. Von 
Hindenburg, the German commander. 
to a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, was the turning point of the 
campaign in Poland. The Russian 
lines in Northern Poland rested on 
this city, for the péssession of which 
there occurred the most bitter strug- 
gle of the entire war on this front. 

After the Russians, following a 
most obstinate resistance on their 
part, were forced to evacuate the 
town, a general Russian retirement 
in the direction of Warsaw became 
necessary. 

Under the guidance of Maj. Von 
Holleben, a cousin of the late Baron 
von Holleben, who was at one time 
German Am or to the United 
States, the Associated Press corre- 
spondent today visited some of the 
battlefields in the vicinity of Lodz and 
gained an idea of the nature of the 
operations which led to the capture 
of the city.’ 

According to the general alignment 
of the Austro-German forces, they 
might have been expected to advance 
from the west. As a matter of fact. 
the attack was made largely from the 
north and northwest. They drove their 
columns into the Russians in the form 
of a huge pitchfork, with another 
large force between tines of the fork. 

It looked for a time as if the Rus- 
sians would be forced to retreat—if 
retreat were at all possible in the 
face of the gigantic enveloping move- 
ments by the Germans—in the direc- 
tion of their Warsaw base. 

The intention was to drive the Rus- 
ans into the arms of large Austro- 
German forces massed to cut off their 
retreat, but the timely arrival of Rus- 
sian reserves from Warsaw resulted in 
the breaking of the easternmost tine 
of the fork, relieving the situation 
for the Russians. | 

In one of the operations around 
Lodz occurred the celebrated “cutting 
off” of two German corps which, after 
being entirely surrounded by the ad- 
vance of the Warsaw reserves, turned 
and cut their way out and brought 
with them 12,000 of their would-be 
captors. The scene of this exploit. 
which a member of the General Staff 
characteriz: as one of the most bril- 
lant of the ar, was Strykow, ten 
miles to the no. east of Lodz. 

About the same stance west of 
Lodz is located the little churchyard 
of Beschicl, where the Russians, in 
ane of the final phases of the strug- 
gle for Lodz, showed that in spite 
of their defeats and discouragements 
they knew how to fight and die. This 
churchyard lies on a small eminence 
which formed a salient into the Ger- 
man lines. 

The Germans were able to make an 
attack from three sides with infantry 
and artillery. All the Russian trenches 
were enfiladed by the shrapnel from 
one direction or another, but the Rus- 
sians clung to their positions obsti- 
nately. 

When the Germans finally captured 
the trenches, 878 Russian cofpses 
were found in a space about eighty 
yards square. It was resistance of this 
nature which the Germans had to 
overcome to capture Lodz. 

The Russians are again offering ob- 
stinate resistance, as was learned to- 
day from German staff officers along 
the Bzura and Rawka rivers, on their 
vositions running north and south 
along a line thirty to thirty-five miles 
west of Warsaw. 

A captured Russian officer, who 
speaks good German, said that what 
impressed him and his men most 
greatly was the anprall“ —the silent 
advance of the German troops, the 
assault by line after line of dark fig- 
ures moving toward the Russian posi- 
tion like wavelets of a rising tide, 
their utter heedlessness of the Rus- 
sian fire, which appeared to be wasted 
on them. They saw men fall, but the 
gaps were filled up instantly by others 
from the rear line and the advance 
kept on. All this gave the effect of 
something irresistible, the Russian of- 
ficer said. To see the silent lines of 
Germans come on and on, despite all 
their offorts, tried them terribly, 
causirig nerves to snap. 

The Russian evacuation ot Lodz 
was effected so quietly and was cov- 
ered so well that the Germans did not 
learn of it unt the next morning, 
when they found that the Russian 
troops had disappeared as though 
they had vanished from the face of 
the earth. The usual German night 
patrols had been sent out to keep in 
contact with the enemy, but the Rus- 
ans threw a thin but inpenetrable 
screen before their front. Mat. Holle- 
ben's battalion lost four of its most 
capable patrol leaders. 

German officers say that volley fir- 
ing is still customary with the Rus- 
sians, whereas the Germans have 
eliminated it in favor of individual 
firing. 

A large part of the population is 
busying itself in the German trenches, 
salvaging the wood which the Ger- 
mans used for constructing their de- 
fenses. 

Heavy fighting occurred at the town 
of Konstantinow. ten miles southwest 
of Lodz. It suffered mostly from ar- 
tillery fire, the town being bombarded 
by both gides. Little was left but 
naked walls. The other suburbs of 
Lodz suffered less severely, and the 
eity itself, as far as could be ascer- 
tained, has not been damaged. An 
efficient municipal administration has 
heen set up by the military authori- 
ties. who have Inaugurated much- 
needed sanitary measures, including 
compulsory house-cleaning.

PARCEL POST 
BREAKS RECORD. 


Increase of Fifty Per Cent. 
| Over Last Fears Rush. 


Every Child in Chicago to 
Receive a Present. 


Express Companics’ Business 
Keeps Pace with Mail. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT ums 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—The greatest 
and most widespread celebration of 
Christmas in the history of the Cen- 
tral West was reported by United 
States postal officials, express. com- 
panies, merchants and charitable or- 
ganizations today. 

Akhough thousands of their citizens 
are mourning friends or relatives 
among the war sufferers in Europe, 
scores of cities welcomed the natal 
day of the Prince of Peace with elec- 
trically-illuminated trees, fanfares of 
whisties and bells, while singers pa- 


raded the streets. In Chicago the usual 
municipal tree services were aban- 
doned and the money usually expend- 
ed upon them was sent to aid war vic- 
tims. 

The parcel post business for the 
holiday season far surpassed records. 
Postmaster Campbell reported that up 
to midnight Wednesday 4,903,808 out- 
going hristmas letters and post cards 
had Veen handled, an increase of 50 
per cent. over last year, while the in- 
coming first-class mail handled to- 
day, 17,053 sacks, also showed an 
equal increase. Over 3550 tons of pack- 
ages were sent out of Chicago in the 
last nine days, compared to 2392 last 
year. 

BIG EXPRESS BUSINESS. 

The business of the express com- 
panies kept pace with the mails, one 
of the largest estimating, tonight that 
it will have handled more/than 50 per 
cent. more packages this year than 
last. The other companies reported 
similar increases. 

Merchants and department store 
managers througnout the section bore 
out the record-breaking reports in 
their statements. Not only did their 
volume of business exceed expecta- 
tions, it was said, but the number of 
gifts purchased, while ‘the cost of 
each might show some diminution, far 
exceeded the usual average and gave 
evidence of the widespread spirit of 
giving that prevailed. 

When the last messenger had deliv- 
ered his basket in Chicago tonight, 
it was estimated not a child in the 
city would be without a present tomor- 
row. The city’s “official Santa Claus,” 
Assistant Postmaster John Hubbard, 
listed all the letters sent to St. Nick, 
and each child who wrote was remem- 
bered. The army of the unemployed, 
numbering thousands this vear, will 
be provided with special Christmas 
dinners at the municipal lodging 
houses and other refuges. 


CONVICTS’ HOME RULE. 


The work of charity was not con- 
fined to the cities alone. In Ohio 1700 
convicts in the State's prison were 
given “home rule” as their Christmas 
gift. The 15,000 coal miners in the 
Eastern Ohio coal fields were given 
food and clothing, while the miners’ 
organizations and the mining com- 
pénies united in Colorado to bring re- 
lief and comfort to those who had suf- 
fered in the Colorado coal strike. 

The Federal government joined in 
the celebration by giving a $5 gold 
piece to each of 200 Comanche In- 
dian school children at Lawton, Okla. 

At Detroit the celebration took on 
international tone, the Mayors of De- 
troit and Windsor, Ont., exchanging 
greetings with felicitations. : 

Kansas City even provided feasts 
for the horses, with half a bushel of 
oats as the main Gourse. 

Boy Scouts in various cities played 
the part of Santa Claus and distrib- 
uted presents among the needy. 

Throughout the Central West 
clear and cold weather aided the cele- 
brartion, a heavy blanket of snow cov- 
ering most of this section of country.

“And if every one of the 112,000 
National Guardsmen were assembled 


jin New York, there would not be 


enough to protect those guns from at- 
tack, and those guns, as they are now 
situated, are a greater menace to New 
York than a protection, because all a 
foe would have to do would be to 
turn them around and point them at 
New York City and begin shooting. 

“For the purpose of defense I 
would have every male citizen of the 
United States in the early period of 
his life give a sufficient time to the 
United States army to qualify him- 
self in the essentials of a soldier. I 
would have him learn how to shoot 
and have him learn how to march. 
I would have him learn how to take 
care of himself in the field, how to 
pitch and roll up his tent, how to 
ride his horse, how to cook his bread 
and bacon and take care of his health, 
and, above all, to submit his will to 
his commander. And I would have 
him do that with very small pay. 

“But the trouble with our people is 
they are suffering from false teach- 
ing and preaching. 

“In our school history we teach 
that in the war of the revolution we 
whipped Engiand; that in the war of 
1812 we whipped England: that in 
the war with Mexico we whipped her, 
and that in the war of our own re- 
bellion we rose up from the fields and 
the farms and marched right out and 
put down the rebellion.

Not only is he familiar with the in- 
side workings of the diplomatic game 
as it is played here by Washington's 
representatives, and familiar with the 
facts and the way they are presented 
in reports, but he has had several 
lively personal experiences with Mex- 
ico’s tranquillity. 

Two occasions in particular have 
been colorfully impressed upon his 
memory, death having given him a 
Playful face-to-face glance in each 


ce. 
: One of these little incidents, which 
frequently occur to Americans here 
but seldom are given to the Washing- 
ton correspondents for use in their 
columns of optimistic expression, oc- 
curred near the Mexico City Country 
Club a few weeks after Beit's arrival. 

Belt and several ladies were return- 
eng to the eity when a drunken sol- 
dier held up the machine in which 
they were riding and, ignoring the 
Brazilian Minister’s flag, put his pistol! 
at Belt’s head and pulled the trigger 
five times. 

Fortunately, he had neglected that 
little perquisite to assassinations— 
load the gun; before he had time to 
get cartridges into tt, Belt had or- 
dered the chauffeur to “beat it.“ They 
were followed by a shower of lead.

The hospital contains provisions for 
twenty-five patients, and is amply 
equipped with medical and surgical 
appliances. A resident medical of- 
leer is in charge, with two‘ sanitary 
officers who ‘continually inspect all 
parts of the camp. Erery new pris- 
oner is submitted to a rigid examina- 
tion, and the medical officer keeps 
regular office hours, duri which any 
resident may consult him without 
charge. Every man whom he sees is 
given a card on which are entered 
his name, the nature of his complaint 
and the prescribed treatment. Cases 
of severe illness are sent to civil hos- 
pitals in London. The general health 
of the camp has been excellent. 

The camp postoffice handles about 
2800 outgoing letters each week, and 
a rather larger amount of incoming 
mail. All letters are read by censors,

Nothing relating to the war passes 
the censors, 

There is a camp library, from which 
residents may borrow books of varied 
character. Newspapers are forbidden 
in all the camps. Facilities are given 
by the postofiice for the receipt of 
money, and all sums are accounted for 
and paid out as the prisoner directs. 

Prisoners who have money can take 
full advantage of the “canteen,”’ where 
special tariff lists for purchases of 
all kinds are posted. 

Much of the routine work of gov- 
erning the camps is done by the pris- 
oners themselves. There is a head 
captain for each “block,” a captain 
for each bay.“ and the various bays 
are again broken up into messes, un- 
der charge of petty officers. All these 
officers are chosen by vote of the men 
themselves. The captains and head 
captains hold stated meetings, at 
which they consider and adopt regu- 
lations for the conduct of camp af- 
fairs. 

The commandant and his adjutant 
have office hours during which they 
may be seen on any matters which the 
captains wish to bring to their atten- 
tion. Any prisoner is privileged to 
appeal for the remedy of grievances. 

The occupations with which the 
men busy themselves are as various 
as the callings and trades represented. 
A number of men devote themselves 
to constructing models of steam or 
sailing ships, and derive some profit 
from their skill by offering their han- 
diwork to the highest bidders.

‘SEES A FRENCH AVIATOR 
BROUGHT DOWN BY GUN. 


ERLIN, Dec. 10.—A Gefman ar- 
B tillerist, writing from *Bapaume, 

France, tells of the death of a 
French aviator who was brought down 
by German gunners, 

“Today I saw a French aviator 
brought down by our guns,” he said. 
“The French flyers had been growing 
bolder and bolder, especialy In recon- 
noitering behind our front, and so'we 
concealed a half battery of howitzers 
in a village about four miles to the 
rear in order to teach them a lesson. 
Things happened as we expected; by 
8 o’clock in the morning there came 
an aeroplane, sailing along with the 
greatest assurance in the world. The 


guns at the front were not permitted 
to fire, and after passing them the 


aviator, thinking all danger past, kept 
coming lower and lower, reaching fi- 
nally a level of only about 1000 feet. 
Not suspecting that he would encoun- 
ter German artillery so far to the 
rear, he came within easy shooting 
distance for our gumners in the vil-

“Suddenly two shots were heard, 
and two little white clouds were ob- 
served in the air not far from the 
aeroplane. The aviator remained vir- 
tually at the same spot, until he was

PARIS, Dec. 10.—The change in 
art life in Paris is almost incalculable. 
At the National School of the Beaux 
Arts 1800 of its 2000 students have 
joined the allied armies. Four of the 
professors are also at the front, Bran- 
jon, Masson, Marcek and Leroux. 

The closing of the Louvre, the Lux- 
embourg and other museums; the can- 
celling of many important exhibitions 
during the winter; the suspension of 
the classes ii many other large acade- 
mies besides the Beaux Arts; the de- 


parture of nearly 90 per cent. of the 
French artists who are now under 
arms and the disappearance of thous- 
ands of other artists of every national- 
ity are some of the consequences of 
the war upon this phase of life in 
Paris. 

Among the first of the Beaux Arts 
men to fall on the ttlefield was 


Morris Berthon, chief of the Jaussely's. 


atelier, and also a familiar figure at 
Julien’s. He had been a candidate for 
the Prix de Rome and numbered many 
Amertcans in his circle of comrades. 
Jean Hillmacher, another prominent 
Beaux Arts man, has fallen at the 
battle of Vitry-le-Francois; he re- 
ceived a second prize in the last Prix 
de Rome Concour. Noel Hall, Pierre 
Sylvian Petit, Henri Caroly, Georges 
Aussenard, Maurice Vidal, Pierre Si- 
bien.

KING GEORGE'S INVITATION 


TO KAISER WITHDRAWN. — 


{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) | 


ONDON, Dec. 12.—Plans of King 
George for a great celebration of 
the seventieth birthday anniversary 
of his mother, Queen Alexandra, were 
entirely set aside this year on account 
of the war, and she spent the day 
quietly. ~ 
Among the guests who had been in- 
vited to attend the festivities planned 
were Emperor William and the Em- 
press. In connection with the Queen’s 
birthday it was recalled by many that 


the marriage of Queen Alexandra was, 


the first ceremonial function which the 
Emperor ever was allowed to attgnd. 
He then was @ small and fidgety boy 
of 4 years. During the ceremony his 


uncles, the Dukes of Connaught and 
Edinburgh, potted themselves on 
either side of him to keep him quiet. 
When, presently, he began to shuffle 
his feet the two uncles administered 
a warning nudge. Whereupon, ac- 
cording to Bishop Wilberforce, who 
witnessed the incident, the boy knelt 
down and bit both uncles in the calves 
“so savagely that they had much ado 
to keep from crying out.” ies 

It has been Her Majesty's custom 
for many years to spend her Birthday 
at her Sandringham home surrounded 
by her family. Usually, too, her 
daughter, Queen Maud of Norway, has 
extended her English visit until after 
the birthday. But this year, owing to 
the state of public affairs, Queen Al- 
exandra remained at. Marlborough 
House, London, for the day, while 


Queen Maud's customary visit was 
abandoned entirely. Members of the 
royal family and a Danish diplomat 
were the only persons she received. 
Queen Alexandra still is active in 
publie affairs. She is a firm believer 
in outdoor exercise and whenever the 
morning weather is favorable she may 
be n strolling through her gardens 
with her favorite dogs. She makes it 
a rule to go through her voluminous 
correspondence in person and she con- 
tinues to exercise the closest perso 
control over her household and its ex- 
penses. She passes several hours i 


the accounts as they reach Gen. Sir 
Dighton Probyn, V. C., the comptroller 
of her household. 

She is the head of the Red Cross 
Society of England and has devoted 
much time to the raising of funds for 
the support of this work. She follows 
the labors of the nurses at the front 
with the closest interest and is pre- 
paring to send each of them at Christ- 
mas a small personal gift. 

Since the commencement of the war 
Queen Alexandra has followed the 
course of events closely.. She is kept 
fully informed of all that is trans- 
piring on land and sea. The King 
communicates in person any message 
he thinks might prove a shock to hen 
A recent instance of this was the death 
of Lord Roberts. 

Queen Alexandra was born on De- 
cember 1, 1844, the eldest daughter of 
the late King Christian IX of Den- 
mark. She married the late sro wd Ed- 
ward VII while he was ce of 
Wales on March 10, 1868, and has 
been a widow since May 6, 1910. 


BRITISH WAR FINANCE, 


The New War Loans Add a Stag- 

gering Amount of Interest to the 

National Indebtedness. 

{New York World:] The war pow- 
er of the British purse was impres- 


sively exhibited when men stood in 


line in London to take up the un- 
precedented new loan of $1,750,000,- 
000; when one house subscribed to 
$500,000,000, and when the entire sum 
was subscribed without waiting for 
the “provinces’—which are, however, 
to have their allotment. This recital 
will be scanned with especial interest 
in Berlin, where a smaller loan at 
higher interest was taken promptly, 
but at the expense of savings banks 
hoards and foreign mercantile ac- 
counts, 

Willingly -borne as it is, the new 
war burden is heavy. Consuls once 
bore interest at 2% per cent., sub- 
ject to income tax. The new bonds, 
with discount and maturity percent- 
ages, yield 4 per cent. 

For the last full financial year 

Britain set aside $84,720,000 for 


debt interest, and $37,780,000 for prin- 
cipal, a total carrying cost of $122,- 
500,000. To interest alone the new 
bonds add $65,250,000. Not less than 
the same sum must be issued next 
year if the war continues. Probably 
the government would not meet the 
entire issue at maturity; but if the 
sinking fund were increased only to

Department has in effect decided that 
if a beneficiary under a will sells ge- 
curities received at values over the 
appraisement, the increment is tax- 
able. If, on the other hand, he Selle 
the securities at an amount under the 
appraisement he cannot take credit 
for the apparent loss. 

The question asked was as follows: 

First—A beneficiary under a will 
receives certain securities which are 
appraised at the decedent’s death at 
$100 a share. Subsequently he sells 
them at $125 a share. Must he in- 
clude the increase of value in his re- 
turn of taxable income? 

Second—Suppose he sells the shares 
at $865 a share, is he entitled to de- 
duct the apparent loss? 

Third—iIf the appraised value of 
the sécurities at the death of the de- 
cedent shows that they were worth 
more than he paid for them, must 
the increment of value be included in 
the return of the estate? 

Fourth—If, on the other hand, the 
securities show a loss at the date 
of the decedent’s death, can the loss 
be deducted from the income of the 
estate for the year in which the death 
occurred? 

The ruling by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue follows: 

If such securities are sold by the 
beneficiary at a price greater than the 
appraised value placed upon them in 
the settlement of the estate, the gain 
in value is held to be income to him 
and subject to tax under the provi- 
sions of the Federal income tax law. 

If such securities were sold by the 
beneficiary at a price less in amount 
than such appraised values, the loss 
may not be claimed an allowable de- 
duction as it would not be incurred 
in trade. 


However, if securities belonging to 
an estate are sold prior to the settle- 
ment of an estate by the administrator 
or trustees at a price greater than 
their cost to the estate, the amount of 
gain derived from the transaction is 
considered income accruing to the 
estate and subject to the income tax. 
If a loss results from such a sale, de- 
duction therefor cannot be claimed in 
computing net income subject to tax 
as such a loss would not be incurred 
in trade unless the deceased had fol- 
lowed the business of stock broker 
and such business was being contin- 
ued by the administrators or trustees 
of his estate at the time the securi- 
ties from the sale of which the loss 
resulted, were sold.

Man Condemned to Dic of Tuber- 

culosis by Doctors Built a Cabin, 

but Found Himecif Well as Result. 

{Indianapolis News:] A \ middle- 
aged resident of Fairmount tells a 
story which, he declares, shows how 
one's labor so Often is lost and good 
intentions 80 astray. Incidentally, 
the narrator is now a traveling sales- 
man, who weighs nearly 200 pounds 
and is as strong as a rail mauler. 
This ie his tale: 

“While doing service for Uncle 
Sam as a soldier in the Philippines, 
about fifteen years ago, I contracted 
tuberculosis, which grew worse s0 
rapidly that I was discharged with 
the warning to go immediately home 
to Fairmount to die. The army sur- 
geon was kind enough to tell me that 
if I should take good care of myself 
I might live several months and at 
least would linger long enough to set- 
tle up my earthly affairs. So, dis- 
couraged and disheartened, I sailed 
on the first ship for home. I first 
suspected that perhaps I was not en- 
tirely ‘in’ when I had to defend my- 
self on shipboard from a drunken 
sailor armed with an iron bar. I 
took his weapon away from him and 
beat him up—which was not bad for 
a consumptive. 

“Arriving in Indiana, I consulted a 
physician in my home town whom I 


„had known from boyhood. He told 
.ime that the army physician had told 


the truth, and as he fondly em- 
raced me, bidding me a fond farewell, 
tears stood in his honest, old gray 
eyes. Instead of being deeply af- 
fected in an emotional way, however, 
the sight of his emotion made me 
angry, and I went to Indianapolis to 
consult a specialigt. I'll admit that I 
was discouraged when the Indianapo- 
lis physician said 1 might live at the 
outside only a few months. and that 
if I should absolutely live out in the 
open I would prolong my life a while. 
He said the end would not come im- 
mediately. 

“So, downcast, I went home to 
Fairmount. 1 was penniless and had 
no money with which to take our- 
door treatment, but through the in- 
fluence of friends in Washington I 
obtained a pension of $12 a month. 
The first $12 I invested in logs and 
began the construction of a one-room 
log cabin on the rear of my father's 
lot. I intended > make it a model 
outdoor living cabin. 

“Well, I bought an 4x and waded 
into those logs, swinging the ax and 
hammer and guiding the saw from 
daylight to dark every day. Now 
here is where the hard luck comes in. 
Do you know after I had spent four 
months building that one-room cabin, 
in order that I might prolong my life, 
I found out that I was well and 
didn’t need it?” |

‘, 1500-pound mule fell into an 
A excavation for a sewer manhole 

four feet square and ten feet deep 
at Sunset boulevard and North Fig- 
verona street yesterday afternoon. 
Thousands of Christmas shoppers were 
delayed by the resultant car tie-up 
and it required the combined efforts 
of fifteen men and a street railway 
derrick to lift the animal out. For 
two and a half hours the mule, des- 
ignated as No. 64, remained in the 


hole while crowds were attracted. 
| At 2:30 o'clock George Clark of Im- 


perial drove a wagon, to which were 
tied ten mules, across the car tracks. 
One of the animals was crowded to 
the narrow opening and fell in. For 
an hour and a half it remained 
in the narrow hole, while cars of the 
Pacific Electric and the Los Angeles 
Railway Corporation passed on four 
sides. Some of the cars passed above 
the animal, which waited patientiy 
for whatever might happen. Strange 
to say the mule was practically unin- 
jured, receiving only a slight lacera- 
tion while being lifted to freedom. 
Inspector Kiddoo of the Los An- 


been in the service thirteen years, says 
that in all his experience he never be- 
fore heard of a mule in such a pre- 
dicament— underground, with traffic 
on four sides, and beneath street car 
tracks. He says he has had horses 
under cars, on top of cars and be- 
tween them, but never before has he 
seen a mule in such peculiar and small 
quarters. 

The excavation in which the animal 
spent much of the afternoon is in the 
square formed by the intersection of 
four car tracks, and is not as wide as 
the mule is long. With the proverbial 
stubborness of the family he persistent- 
ly refused to let his head be put in a 
noose and his eyes covered with a 
sack. This operation required nearly 
an hour and caused the long delay ex- 
perienced by thousands of shoppers 
and persons seeking to get home for 
a Christmas celebration. 

A large piece of folded canvas was 
dropped into the hole, no man daring 
to venture in for fear of being crushed 
by the heavy animal. A board with a 
nail in one end was used to pick up 
the canvas and draw it up under the 
beast’s body.

As the squirming mule was swung 
clear of the small hole, cheers arose 
from hundreds of spectators and sighs 
of relief were heard from four long 
strings of loaded street cars which 
were tied up about an hour pending 
the ticklish operation.

The Strait of Magellan offers so many 
obstacles to the mariner that every bit 
of additional information about the 
many impertectly known channels by 
which the land ts broken becomes a 
boon to shipping. 

While the schooner-yacht Mana was 
detained by weather at Port Churruca 
on the north side of the island, Mr. 
Routledge examined the harbor from 
his motor boat, and at the head of the 
Lobos arm found an Indian portage 
which evidently had been much used 
in the past. The explorer points out 
that the knowledge of the fjord at this 
point may be of great value to crews 
lost to the south of Cape Pillar, as 
there is close connection there between. 
the Pacific Ocean and the strait itself.

SUBMARINES FOR DEFENSE. 


Sixty Vessels of this Class Would 

Protect the Whole United States 

Coast Including Panama Canal. 

(Lieut. J. B. Howell, U.S. N., in Sun- 
set Magazine:] Germany's success 
against invasion from the sea has 
demonstrated that the best defense a 
nation has, fs first, an excellent sub- 
marine fleet; second, adequate mine 
fields off ports or harbors, and third, a 
good line of shore batteries. 

England's success in keeping com- 
merce open. upholds the advocates of 
the battleship programme. 

A combination of the two will make 
our nation invulnerable. 

Twenty submarines can be built for 
the cost of one battleship. : 

Ten submarines insure our posses- 
sion of the Philippines. 

Ten submarines insure our posses- 
sion of Honolulu. 

Five submarines at each end of the 
— Canal insure it against at- 
tac 

Sixty submarines protect all our 
ports on both coasts. 

The yearly naval appropriation for 
the conktruction of vessels, if used for 
submarines instead of battleships, 
would render the United States im- 
mune to attack. . 

If this assertion is true, if a strong 
fleet of powerful submarines can pro- 
tect the United States against hostile 
invasion under all conditions, the re- 
ported intention of the Naval Board 
to ask Congress for four batleships 
deserves serious and painstaking con- 
sideration. It may be assumed that 
the United States will never. fight an 
offensive war. The country’s purpose 
will be served by an armament which 
will protect her from invasion and 
keep the ocean trade lanes open. If 
submarines can defend the American 
coasts, they are the cheapest weapons 
to build. The $60,000,000 for dread- 
naughts would supply a submarine 


fleet sufficient to keep every enemy at] tea 


a respectful distance from the harbor. 

For the protection of commerce the 
comparatively slow dreadnaught with 
its restricted radius of action is not 
well suited. High-speed twenty-eight- 
knot battle cruisers with heavy six- 
teen-inch guns of extreme range 
could perform this task and at the 
same time successfully repel attacks 
by dreadnaughts. 


SIGHTS ON A RIFLE. 


Their Purpose is to Unconsciously 
Overcome the Gravity and Friction 
of the Bullet. 

[London Answers:] The average 
person, if asked to explain why a rifle 
is sighted, would probably be unable 
to do 80 beyond some vague remark 
about taking correct aim. 

Sights are necessary because a bul- 
let does not travel in a straight line, 
but under the influence of gravity and 
friction begins to drop almost as soon 
as it leaves the muzzle. Thus the bul- 
let of our service rifle (Lee-Enfield) 
drops six inches in the first 100 yards, 
but when it has gone 200 yards it 
will have dropped, not twelve inches, 
but two feet. The drop increases by 
leaps and bounds with the distance. 
Were there no sights on the rifle and

you wanted to hit a mark at 200 yards, 
you would clearly have to aim two 
feet above it. 

This would be awkward, for you 
would lose sight of the object atmed 
at. to say nothing of the difficulty of 
correctly estimating at a distance of. 
two feet at 200 yards. 

The sights.of a rifle enable you to 
keep your eye on the mark, although 
the muzzle of the rifle is actually 
pointing above it. The movable slide 
of the backsight enables you auto- 
matically to point the muzzle just so 
many feet above the mark aimed at 
as is necessary to counteract the 
known drop of the bullet at various 
ranges.

AFETY FIRST! — 

During the past sixty days the busi- 
ness district of los Angeles has become 
more congested than the normal growth 
would have developed in many months, per- 
haps years. Almost a thousand automobiles 
——jitney busses—have entered into compe- 
tition with the street cars, and the street 
car lines are as crowded as ever. The 
number of private and commercial vehicles 
has not diminished. The congestion itself 
is serious; but the menace to life has be 
come intolerable. 

The average number of daily accidents 
in the streets has increased 60 per cent. 
since November 1, and during November 
there were 601 accidents on the streets. 

The slogan of the automobile clubs, of 
the railroads, of the street car companies, 
and of the general public has long been 
“Safety First.“ And now there has been 
projected into the city’s traffic some thou- 


sand of common carriers that have been 
subjected to no more regulation than the 


traffic policeman could enforce from his 
corner. The result has been that scores of 
people have been injured, the traffic has 
been tied up and jammed, pedestrians have 
been menaced at every corner—and ‘it has 
always been rather a perilous undertaking 
to cross the street during the rush hours. 

The drivers of the jitney busses have a 
State and a city license—a so-called license, 
which actually amounts to nothing more 
than a chauffeur’s tax. But there is no effi- 
ciency test; there are no rigid character 
qualifications. They may be incompetent 
and they are careless. Few of them own 
the vehicles which they run, and naturally 
they take less care than if they were en- 
dangering their own property. 

The owners of the jitney busses are not 
under bond in Los Angeles, though they 
have been placed under bond in at least 
one neighboring city. And yet they are 
operating common carriers; and all regu- 
lated common carriers are under bond to 
make payment for injuries and damage in- 
flicted through their carelessness or ineffi- 
ciency. 

The owners of the jitneys pay an operat- 
ing license of but $5 a month—which is 
about as small a business license as so 
thriving a business could pay. And, as 
Mayor Rose points out in his sensible 
recommendation to the City Council fer the 


regulation and supervision of the jitneys, 


the city of Los Angeles is losing money, as 
well as endangering the lives of people, by 
its tardiness in imposing a strict and bust.

ers will have to dig up the difference. 

But this financial loss is purely a sec- 
ondary question. Safety First“ is the 
main problem. And it is civic stupidity to 
longer tolerate the mad, harem-scarem jit- 
ney-chasing scramble which is increasing 
the number of accidents 60 per cent. a 
month, and especially when the taxpayers 
are not only losing money but are endan- 
gering their lives and limbs. 


ETTER TIMES IN SIGHT. 


The consensus of opinion is that com- 


mercial and financial conditions show 
marked and most encouraging improvement. 
The reopening of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, though under well-defined restric- 
tions, was attended by an advance in the 
prices of most of the securities dealt in, 
compared with those at the time the {n- 
stitution was closed last July. This in 
itself is very significant as indicating a 
stronger tone in industrial and transporta- 
tion activities and as pointing to larger and 
more profitable business in the future. 
Operations on the various exchanges 
through the county have been attended by 
no serious complexities and difficulties, and 
thus far transactions appear to have been 
conducted on a wholly safe and sane basis, 
says the Times of Troy, N. Y. 

Reports from all quarters have increased 
the feeling of popular confidence. The new 
banking system is working smoothly thus 
far, and the reports of dealings are satisfac- 
tory. A number of industries have been 
given stimulus by the demands due to war 
conditions abroad, while some, of course, 
feel the effect of a shortage of raw mate- 
rial from abroad and of slackened sales af 
their products in the belligerent countries. 
On the other hand, there are increasing op- 
portunities in other directions and effort is 
directed toward improving these chances. 

On the whole it may be said that a very 
extensive process of readjusting our for- 
eign trade is going on with every prospect 
of substantial gain to American producers. 

Compare some of the average prices we 
got for some agricultural products in No- 
vember, 1914, with those of November, 1913:

The increased prices this year are be-

And the “Giver of every perfect gift” who 
giveth liberally of His abundance must find 
in the beauty and symplicity of our giving, 
a prototype of His gifts to the children of 
men—gifts that do not impoverish the giver 
but bring unspeakable joy to him and to 
those who receive.

SUEZ AND PANAMA. 


The Conditions Resulting by War 
have Refused some Arguments 
Against Fortifications at the Zone. 
[Washington Post:] Now that 
Great Britain is at war, it makes no 
bones of its control of the Suez Canal. 
Fifteen thousand Australian troops 


-{have been placed on guard along the 


canal, and the British government will 
regulate the traific through the litch 
to suit its war policy. Several German 
vessels have been seized within the 
canal, and are to be taken to England. 
A German war vessel attempting to 
go through “the canal would 
promptly captured or destroyed. 
The impression was conveyed dur- 
Ing the debate on the Panama Canal 
tolls that Great Britain was bound to 
maintain the neutrality of the Suez 
Canal in peace and war, and that ves- 


freely through that waterway. 
Post pointed out at the time that Great 
Britain was asking the United States 
to do at Panama what she herself did 
not do at Suez. The convention relat- 
ing to the free use of the Suez Canal 
binds all signatories to it except Great 
Britain to refrain from using the canal 
for war purposes. The British govern- 
ment expressly reserves to itself en- 
tire liberty of action.” 

Therefore in the present crisis Eng- 
land is acting entirely within her 
— as controlling owner of the 

Canal when she closes is to en- 
emy commerce, places it under a mili- 
tary guard and uses it in furtherance 
of her war plans. 

The United States may be calied 
upon to do the same thing at Panama. 
In time of war this country could not 
afford to permit an enemy's fleet to 
Dass through the canal on its way to 
destroy American cities or commerce. 
The treaty with Great Britain, in thé 
opinion of the Post, does not contem- 
plate that the United States should 


bhave its hands tied as to the use of the 


Panama Canal for domestic and defen- 
sive purposes, 


Dutch Bees Sent to England. 

{Popular Mechanics:] One of the 
strangest cargoes ever carried on the 
sea was a shipload of bees recently 
sent from Holland to the Isle of 
Wight, England, where the native bees 
are threatened with extinction by dis- 
ease. Experiments have shown that 
the Dutch bees are hardier than the 
native bees of England, and it is be- 
lieved that this means that the dis- 
ease can be stamped out and the in- 
dustry saved from serious injury. The 
cargo consisted of 300 hives contain- 
ing about 10,000,000 bees.

“THE LIFE OF OUR SAVIOR” CRE-

Impressive beyond words is the

HANS LOBERT 
‘AN OLD TIMER. 


Third Baseman Funn of 


Long Standing. 
Had Short Time in Minor 
Leagues. 
Holds Record for Nunning 
tze Bases. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—In 
point of service John Lobert is the 
oldest third baseman in the National 
League, all the third sackers being 
decidedly twentieth-century products, 
some of only a few years’ growth. 

None of them has any advantage 
over Lobert, who is a grand all-around 
player. He combines all the qualifica- 
tions requisite for success on the dia- 
mond. He can bat and field timely 
and skilifully, and there is no base- 
runner more speedy. 

His minor league experience was 
very limited, one year with Des 
Moines and a half year with Johne- 
town embracing the whole of his pre- 
liminary trials. 

ON THE MOVE. 

Lobert was born in Wilmington, 
Del., and when quite young moved 
with his parents to Pittsburgh. 

He gained an enviable reputation 
playing with strong amateur teams of 
Pittsburgh, and it was therefore no 
surprise when Manager Fred ke, 
ot the Pittsburgh Pirates, near the 
close of the season of 1903, gave him 
a trial, placing him in three games 
of the championship season. 

The regular Pirates in these post- 
tions were Tommy Leach at third and 
Claude Ritchey at second. Lobert's 
work so impressed Manager Clarke 
that he forthwith signed him, and in 
1904 transferred to the Des 
Moines team of the Western League 
for further development. 

TO COME BACK. 

Pittsburgh sent Lobert to Des 
Moines in 19604 with the understand- 
ing that he should be returned in 
19 


However, during the season, the 
management of the minor league club 
cha hands, and the new officials 
repudiated the agreement. They held 
on to Lobert, selling his services to 
the Chicago National League club. 
Lobert, disgusted with the turn of af- 
fairs, jum to the Johnstown team 
of the outlaw Tri-Stete League. There 
he played until September, when he 
joined the Cubs under Frank Seelee. 

In 1906 the Chicago American 
League team, led by Fielder Jones, 
wanted him, but the Cincinnati club 
refused to waive claim to him. a 
deal was arranged by which Lobert 
went to Cincinnati from Chicago in 
trade for Pitcher Charles W. (Jack) 


HERO ROHE. 

The Chicago White Sox, failing to 
get Lobert, placed George Rohe on 
third base, who became the hero of 
the world’s series of 1908, which the 
White Sox won from the Cubs. Rohe 
Was secured from the New Orleans 
17 2 by the White Sox in the fall of 

Ed Hanlon was manager of the Cin- 
einnati team in 1906, and found no 
regular place for Lobert, all the holes 
being Well plugged in the in and out 
field. Lobert, therefore, became the 
general utility man, and acquitted 
himself with credit. 

In 1907 Tommy Corcoran, the short- 
stop, was released to the New York 
Giants. This left a hole in the in- 
field, and Mike Mowrey was placed 
at short, while Lobert took charge 


of third base. Later they switched 
positions, Lobert finishing the season 
at short. 

OFF AGAIN. 


In 1908, John Ganzel being the 
manager of the Reds, Rudolph Hus- 
witt was signed and placed at short, 
. being again relegated to the 
su 

In 1909 Clark Griffith took charge 
of the Cincinnati club and gave Lobert 
a steady job at third base. Hans 
played the position right through un- 
tu 1911, when he was traded to the 
Philadelphia club, with Fred Beebe. 
Jack Rowan, pitchers, and 
Paskert, outfielder, for George Me- 
Quillen, Lew Moren, pitchers; Ed 
Grant, Infielder, and Johnny Bates, 
outfielder, Lobert has been with the 
Phillies ever since. 

Of the eight players involved in the 
deal, only four were actively engaged 
In the National League last season. 
They are Lobert and Paskert. with 
the Phillies: McQuillen, with the Pi- 
rates, and Grant, with the Giants, 

During a field meet at Cincinnati 
in 1910, Lobert ran the bases in thir- 
teen and four-fifths seconds, the rec- 
ognized record for the feat. 

Lobert has now played four seasons 
with the Philadelphia team under the 
management of Charles Dooin.

' JOHN MUIR’S WORK. 
SOME NOTABLE ACHIEVEMENTS. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24.—John 
Muir, like John Burroughs, with 
whom his name often has been linked, 
belonged to that tradition of British 
naturalists whose work was so fused 
with the writer's personality and so 
penetrated hy individual feeling that 
their outpu as as much literature as 
science. 

Philosopher and artist, as well as 
observer, he took a creative delight in 
his work which no mere classification 
of details could have brought. 

His descriptions of the Yosemite 
Valley first brought it into national 
fame, and his visit there left him with 
a love of the West which: remained 
through all his travels and led him 
to make his home at Martinez in his 
later years. He chose a site in the 
Contra Costa Valley sheltered on one 
side by a wooded hill and surrounded 
on three others by vineyards, orchards 
and streams, confronted by the tow- 
ering outline of Mt. Diablo. Within, 
the furnishings were in massive sim- 
plicitty. Without was a riot of pines, 
palms, cacti and exotic vegetation, for 
botany, too, was one of John Muir's 
delights. 

“But this isn’t my home,” he once 
said. “My home is in the mountains 
and the wilds. I am here merely for 
the rest my body demands. I am get- 
ting old and what once was exercise is 
now fatiguing exertion.” ra 

With this deep love of nature part 
of his very being it was fitting that 


traveled exceedingly light. On some 
trips, lasting weeks, his only provi- 
sions would be tea, a few cakes of 
chocolate and a knapsack filled with 
bread crumbs. 

Muir had a great love of the Yose- 
mite and his was a familiar face to 
summer tourists there. He was a 
warm advocate of a movement to 
make the valley accessible to visi- 
tore who came to see the Yosemite's 
grandeur, but he had no regard what- 
ever for those who came to fish in 
the valley. He could not understand 
how any one could, even for the 
moment, neglect nature's wonders for 
angling. He would refer to them as 
being “sillier than the silly fish them- 
selves.” — 

INVENTIVE MIND. 


Muir as a lad on the farm had an 


inventive bent which might have 


rivaled that of Thomas A. Edison, 
had it not been discouraged by a stern 


parent. Among his achievements was 
an alarm clock device which dumped 
him out of bed at any desired time. 
This saved him the trouble of making 
up his mind to get up in a cold 
room, but he improved upon it by 
another clockwork system, which 
lighted, the fire in the kitchen stove 
at any desired time and made it un- 
necessary to get up at all, for that 
purpose. 

These and many other devices 
which he brought into use about the 
farm were disapproved by his father, 
who cited biblical passages against 
them.

Inspiration of his vision as he climbed 
the mountains of Manchuria, Alaska 
California. 
or Muir acquired training in letters 
late in life, as he often said, owing 
to retarded influences independent of 
his own volition. He was already of 
age when he entered the University 
of Wisconsin, and this may have been 


cause of his nstaking and de- 
writing. This in 


turn may explain why he did not 
greatly add to the large number of 
books we have from him. His famous 
“Childhood and Youth,” practically 
his own autobiography, casts a new 
and fascinating light on that phase 
of the great man's work. : 

With Joseph Le Conte gone and the 
passing away of John Muir, California 
mourns the loss of its two greatest 
naturalists. 

For those who have worshiped at 
the feet of John Muir, the seer of 
the great woods, his wonderful voice, 
so perfectly harmonizing with the 
murmurs of nature, will be heard no 
longer. 

Somewhere in the redwoods he 
loved so well, on the slopes of the 
Sierras he knew so intimately, the 
figure of the inspired prophet of na- 
ture should be placed, in memory of 
his priceless services to the gospel of 
outdoors. Unfortunately, neither 
bronze nor marble can ever translate 
the magic light of the great Celt’s 
beautiful eyes, his gentle yet convinc- 
ing ways. His delightful books only 


remain as an imperfect mirror of the 
sunshine of his noble soul. 


As there has been considerable dis- 
cussion in regard to just what the 
constitutional amendment provides, it 
is herewith given entire: 

“Ardent spirits, ale, beer, wine or 
intoxicating liquor of whatever kind, 
shall not be manufactured in or intro- 
duced into the State of Arizona under 
any circumstances. Every person who 
sells, exchanges, gives, barters or dis- 
poses of any ardent spirits, ale, beer, 
wine or intoxicating liquor of any 
kind, to any person in Arizona, or who 
manufactures or introduces into, or 
attempts to introduce into the State of 
Arizona any ardent spirits, beer, wine 
or intoxicating liquor of any kinga, 
shall be guijty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be imprisoned 
for not less than ten days, nor more 
than two years, and fined not more 
than $25 and costs, nor more than 
3300 and costs for each offense; pro- 
vided, that nothi sg in this amend- 
ment contained shall apply to the 
3 and sale of denatured al- 
cohol. 

“The Legislature shall by appropri- 
ate legislation provide for the car- 
rying into effect of this amendment. 

“This amendment shall take effect 
on, and be in force on and after the 
first day of January, 1915.” 

It was contended onmhe part of the 
complainants that by the wording of 
the second paragraph of the amend- 
ment, it could not take effect until: 
the Legislature by appropriate legis- 
lation provided the machinery to that 
end. In a word that the Legislature 
elected to take office on January 11, 
1915, should say by its act, when the | 
amendment became active and a part 
of the organic law of Arizona, in spite 
of the reading of the third clause of 
the instrument that provided it should 
take effect January 1, 1915. 7 

The attack of the complainants was 
on constitutional grounds, but the 
court held that the objections were 
not well taken. The decision of the 
triple court, although the law is not 
referred to, is a hint in the direction 
of the constitutionality of the Webb- 
Kenyon law, vetoed by President Taft 
and passed over his head on March 3, 
1913. This makes it illegal to trans- 
port liquor from one State into dry 
territory in another State, or in viola- 
tion of the law existing in the latter 
State. A proceeding involving ‘the 
constitutionality of the Webb-Kenyon 
law is now pending in the United 
States Supreme Court, its legality be- 
ing affirmed in a number of State 
and Federal courts.

The total number of 
Japanese was 72,000, which was near- 
ly 48,000 more than ten years earlier. 
In the past four years 26,500 Chinese 
departed and 23,000 arrived, a further 
decrease of nearly $500, while 35,500 
Japanese left and 41,000 arrived, a 
net increase of 6500. Most of the 
Chinese came here before 1890. Four- 


fifths of the Japanese arrived since 


1900. 
The Chinese find their chief em- 


ployment in domestic service and, of 


course, laundry work, while the 
Japanese are mainly in agricultural 
pursuits. More than half of each 
race live in California. There are 760 
Chinese farms in the country, 512 of 
these in California, the total acreage 
being 52,000, and value about §$11,- 
000,000. The Japanese operate 2500 
farms, 1800 in California, the total 
acreage being over 167,000, and. the 
value $31,000,000. San Joaquin coun- 
ty, California, has the largest acreage 
of both Chinese and Japanese farms, 
9000 of Chinese and 13,000 of Japa- 
nese, but the Chinese holdings are 
only 1.2 per cent. of the total farm 
land of the county, and the Japanese 
but 1.7 per cent. About four-fifths 
of the Chinese farms in the country 
and a large proportion of the Japa- 
nese are less than 100 acres in size, 
the Chinese average being a little the 
larger, but both less than half the 


average for all farms in the United 


States, which was 138 acres.

Piling to be Driven at Punta Gorda 

to Bolster Seawall and Furnish 

Foundation.

CARPINTERIA, Dec. 24.—Three 
carloads of piling have arrived for 
the seawall at Punta Gorda on the 
Rincon Highway.

LOST TO PIE COUNTER. 


Los Angeles in Making up its 
Assessment Roll has Compelled 
State to Refund Large Sum of 
Money and will Probably do the 
Same Thing Again. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 23.—State 


Controller Chambers alleges that Los 
Angeles county fudged last year in 
making up its assessment roll and 
thereby mulcted the State Treasury to 
the tune of $94,600. He admits sor- 
rowfully in his biennial report that 
unless the State law is revised, Los 
Angeles will very likely do the same 
thing next year. That almost $100,000 
of perfectly good money should be 
thus spirited away from the pie 
counter is almost high treason under 
a “Progressive” administration. 

It all happened through division of 
the “refund” between the State and 
the counties of the money necessary 
to redeem the outstanding bonded 
indebtedness for issues prior to 1910. 


When the new system of taxation went 


into effect the State agreed to repay 
to the counties its proportion of this 
indebtedness. The corporations now 
pay State taxes only, under the pres- 
ent law the counties assess the cor- 
porations as formerly for this bond 
money, butpit is repaid by the State 
out of the te revenues. 

The amount of this outstanding 
indebtedness in 1910 was a little more 
than $77,000,000. It seems that the 
principal has been reduced more than 
$12,000,000, yet the State paid the 
counties this year as ite share $92,000 
more than in 1910. The thing in- 
creases inversely like a pension roll. 

By boosting its corporation assess- 
ments, Los Angeles tounty increased 
ite share of the refund $94,591.16 over 
what it received the year before. The 
State Controller says it was cleverly 
done, the Assessor simply placed on 
the rolis the franchise 


of Equalization on the franchises 
which the State taxes as a part of its 
scheme to raise revenue. 

It was very simple and at the same 
time deadly, if those assessments are 
legal for the State, they must be for 
the counties. But these franchises 
were not taxed before the State took 
hold and this increase was not con- 
templated when the basis of division 
was arranged.

A great amount of experimental data that covers the entire 
work of road-buflding has deen prepared for the Board of Supervisors 
and no further experimenting is necessary. 

On the last contract let by the board occurred the only instance o 
failure on the part of the contractor to perform his work, that being in 
the section of road through the Santa Susanna Pass near Chatsworth to 
the Ventura-line. This was also one of the most costly segments of 


One of the most radical advancements in road-building put into 
operation by the commission was the extension of the macadam center 
from sixteen to twenty feet. When the $3,500,000 bonds for the high-

The ratio of maintenance, which is expected to be 
less, has not been determined to the satisfaction of the commission. 

The highly efficient and progressive work of the commission has 
identified it as one of the most successful that has ever been appointed 
for similar work, and highest praise is given it by those familiar with its 
labors.

Inveigled by a Smooth-tongued 
Salesman She Loses Half Her For- 
tune in a Wildcat Scheme and 
Has Absolutely no Recourse Before 
the law.

According 
to him, the new company had the 
best theatrical skill, the best artists 
and the best managers in the busi- 
ness. Their success was practically 
assured at the start. Nevertheless, 
because they wanted to become a very 
big corporation, and ultimately to be 
able to dominate the field, they were 
offering a limited amount ef the 
stock of the company, to the public, 
intending to get a following of satis- 
fied and faithful sfockholders, who 
would go along with them and sup- 
port them in any expansion that for- 
tun@ might bring them. They were 
selling préferred stock, but with it 
they were giving away the common 
stock as a bonus, which would allow 
the investor in addition to a steady 
income to have a good share in the 
profits, no matter how big they 
might become. It was, according to 
this judgment, a giltedge opportunity 
for an absolutely safe investment and 
at the same time carried with it the 
chance to make a great deal of 


money. 

At first the investor flatly declared 
she had no money. Then she re- 
membered her two bonds, for that 
was all she had. She mentioned them 
to the salesmian. When she named 
them, their names were unfamiliar 
to him, so he announced that he had 
never heard of them and that they 
must be some sort of bonds that were 
not known in the market. He took 
occasion to put into her mind by in- 
ference the idea that it was not a 
particularly wise thing to loan, at a 
comparatively low rate of interest, 
money to corporations that he did 
not know by name.

THE SENSE OF DIRECTION. 


Eskimos Follow a Trail Without 
Apparently Knowing Anything 
About Cutting Across. 
{Indianapolis News:] The appar- 
ently marvelous way in which In- 


* dans, Eskimos and other primitive 


people make their way through for- 
ests, snow-covered areas or other re- 
gions which have little to indicate di- 
rection to white newcomers has led 
to a widespread belief that they pos- 


rection. Vihjalmur Stefansson, the 
Arctic traveler, who has lived much 
with Eskimos, is very skeptical about 


the existence of any superiority of 
sense of direction among primitive 
people of anv kind, and gives strong 
evidence from personal experience 
that Eskimos have no such superior- 
ity. The ability of Indians and others 
to find their way he attributes solely 
to their familiarity with the country 
through which they are traveling. 
They note many things that they have 
seen before and that have no signifi- 
cance to the stranger in their land. 
White men can and do acquire the 
same ability to find their way when 
they have learned to know a country.

MRS. TUFTS MUST PAY HER AT- 
TORNEY IN FULL. 


— — 


Sensational Case is Brought to an 
End by Jury After Deliberating for 
Two Hours and Fifteen Minutes. 
He Considers it a Great Vindi- 
cation—She will Appeal. 


The jury in the Boland-Tufts suit 
for attorney's fees gave Francis II. 
Boland everything he asked for. After 
a deliberation of two hours and fifteen 
minutes judgment for $4742.53, bal- 
ance due Mr. Boland for professional 
services as Mrs. Jenny H. 8. Roe 


Tufts's lawyer, was given yesterday. 
The anxious faces of Attorneys Light- 
foot and Hunter lighted up with a 
glad smile. They had won a splen- 
did victory, covering a trial of more 
than three weeks and involving tes- 
timony of the most sensational char- 
acter. 

No smiles lighted the faces of Mrs. 
Tufts or her husband, Gorham Tufts, 
Jr., who through the trial figured as 
her bete noire. With a loyalty which 
under the judgment of the jury must 
appear misplaced, she had cham- 
pioned the mate she had selected 
against the wishes of her daughters, 
turned a deaf ear to her well-wishers, 
only finally to turn him out of her 
palatial Chester Place mansion, wit- 
ness his conviction on a felony charge, 
and after Mr. Boland’s dismia#al from 
her service take him again to her 
heart and refuse to hear one word 
of condemnation against him. Mrs. 
Tufts will appeal the case. 

The judgment was founded on the 
clear-cut charge of Judge McCor- 
mick. He instructed the jury that 
Mr. Boland could not recover if the 
contract of employment was induced 
by fraud, deceit or fraudulent repre- 
sentations. Deciding that there — 
Ino fraud, deceit or fraudulent repre- 
sentations, the jury canvassed the next 
point in the court's charge, namely, 
what was the reasonable valge of the 
services Mr. Boland rendered Mrs. 
Tufts as her attorney, at her instance 
and at her request, taking into con- 
sideration the fact that he had al- 
ready received $13,000. This they 
found was the full amount be asked 
for. 

Mr. Boland declares he has been 
vindicated. His testimony showed 
that Mrs. Tufts first opened his eyes 
to the degeneracy of Gorham Tufts 
Jr. His services in her behalf resulted, 
he showed, in saving a large portion 
of her fortune. This was one of the 
strong points in Attorney Lightfoot's 
argument before the jury. From the 
testimony it appeared that Gorham 
Tufts, Jr., former missionary in In- 
dia, had obtained approximately 1100. 
000 from Mrs. Tufts. She testified that 
he had made an explanation satisfac- 
tory to her. 

Attorneys Carpenter and Schenck 
made a hard fight for their client, for- 
mer widow of a wealthy Texas lum- 
berman. They roasted Mr. Boland to 
a finish before the jury, holding him 
in an unenviable light and likening 
the will he drew, which provided for 
the cremation of Mrs. Tufts’s body 
after death, to the famous Rice case 
in New York. 

The court will rule on the three 
notes given by Mrs. Tufts in the 
$13,000 contract. One note for $5000 
was attached to her second will drawn 
by Mr. Boland. These notes Mrs. 
Tufts asked to be cancelled. 


TUNNEL SUITS. 
TWO BEFORE THE COURT. 


The questions involved in the in- 
junction suit of Mrs. Myra Decker 
against the City of Los Angeles and 
Lynn Atkinson, contractor, involving 
the change of grade on California and 
Hill streets and lowering the grade of 
the North Broadway tunnel, were sub- 
mitted in Judge Myers’s court yester- 
day after argument. Mrs. Decker, 
who had failed to file notice as re- 
quired by law, and in consequence 
failed to obtain damages to her prop- 
erty by reason of the tunnel improve- 
ment, attacked the validity of the or- 
dinance of intention. The city con- 
tended that she had waived her rights 
and was not entitled to damages. 
The improvement is to be paid by 
assessment. The assessment district 
extends south as far as Ninth street 
and north a considerable distance. 
The total amount required to be paid 
for the work is $286,180.75. The dis- 
trict comprises 17,000 parcels of land 
with an average assessment of $16. 

The assessments became delinquent 
on the 10th inst. Cash paid in 
amounts to $230,573.42. Bonds were 
issued in the gross sum of $10,244.46. 
There remains unpaid $44,362.87. 
Rosie B. EHichenhofer filed suit 
against the city yesterday. She owns 
property on California street and ail- 
leges that the tunnel improvement 
will place her property six feet above 
the grade of the street. She put in 
a claim for $10,000 damages, and re- 
ceived $4500. This award is declared 
to be inadequate, and she asks that 
other property owners also inade- 
quately rewarded be allowed to join 
in the suit. An injunction is asked 
to restrain the city from proceeding 
with the work. The street improve- 
ment act is also attacked.

TO APPOINT JUDGES, 


New Los Angeles Assemblyman to 

Introduce Measure to take Judiciary 

out of Politics, 

Making Superior judges appointive 
by a “commission on appointments” 
is the object of a bill to be introduced 


at the coming session of the Legisla- 
ture by Assemblyman-elect Chamber- 
lin from Los Angeles country 
and chairman of the Southern Cali- 


tornia Republican delegation. 


The idea to be incorporated in the 
measure now being drafted is to create 
a commission on appointments to con- 
sist of the Governer, an equal num- 
ber of the two les having the 
largest representation in the Legisla- 
ture and three members of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The proposed law will also provide 
that one qualification of a Superior 
judge is that he must have had at 
least ten years practice at the bar in 
California. 

“The measure is indorsed by the 
State Bar Association,“ said Mr. 
Chamberlin last night. “It is in the 
interest, not only of taking the 
judiciary’ entirely out of politics, but 
in the interest of shortening the bal- 
lot as well. I believe that it will be 
a popular measure at the coming ses- 
sion.“ 

Another measure along the same 
line will be suggested by a number 
of attorneys, who will ask that the 
Superior judge be appointed by the 
Supreme Court and by the  Ap- 
pellate judges im the districts -com- 
posed of the counties in which the 
appointments are to be made.
